Nameless Jap Hero Lo ses Life 
In Brav e Attemp t to Sav e Sh ip 


CORDOVA, Alaska, Nov. 28. 
— A nameless hero— a Japanese 
fireman from the stokehold of 
the Shinkoku Maru, now pound­ 
ing herself to pieces on 
the 
rocks of Montague Island, gave 
his life when he attempted to 
swim ashore with a lifeline. 
Purser Suzuki of the Japan­ 
ese freighter, who 
with 
42 
members of the crew was land­ 
ed here by the tug Humacon- 
na, reported that the Japanese 
fireman was the only 
fatality 
of the wreck although the ves­ 
sel’s captain, his 
two 
small 
sons and four members of the 
crew still remain aboard the 
vessel and their

She stated fur­ 
ther that she had a feelin g of ren ewed vigor that 
lasted for mon ths—also that an ybod y can d o it.
